SIMPIIFIED 


Oakland Chapter of American Institute to 


Be Mormed on Working of Time- 


Saving System 


To simplify the work of correspond- 
ence between banks, the American Bank- 
ers' association after/a year's work, has 
completed :and adopted a system whereby 
numerals will be used in place of -names 
of banks. 
' 
This means that every 
bank In the 
United States Is represented by a num- 
ber and thus when .one .bank- writes to 
another concerning a check, draft or col- 
lection, it will only be necessary to 
say, for Instance, "1—12, please collect 
enclosedd check on 1—22 for;$150, and re- 
mit to 00—1." 
' . 
It is easy to see what a task it was 
to give each --bank a number', and. still 
have them in some regular order, with 
proper allowance made for. .changes In- 
banking institutions. 
. 
. . 
This, however, was accomplished.In the 
following manner: 


PREFIX NUMBERS. 


The- reserve cities, including Buffalo, 
N. Y., and Memphis, Te$n., are each 
designated by a prefix number, running 
from 1 to 49, inclusive, .in the ordej- of 
their population,, 'according to' -the 'gov- 
ernment census of 1910. 
. 
In the cities which are designated by a 
prefix number, the clearing house banks 
are numbered with their clearing house 
numbers according to seniority,: the in- 
dividual numbers of the banks following 
tho prefix numbers of the cities. 
The 
treasurer and assistant treasurers of the 
United States and -the post offices are 
also numbered in these cities. 
The prefix numbers from. 50' to- 99; In- 
clusive, have been assigned to the states 
which have been divided into five sec- 
tions. 
Those. containing the ' principal 
collecting centers, namely New 
York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois. Missouri and Cal- 
ifornia, have been given the first num- 
bers in their respective sections, GO—60-— 
70—80—90, to indicate that • the following 
numbers In each section represent the 
states In the same territory. 
Numbers 


69 to 89 ara left blank, but may be used 


in the future to-number the banks In 
Canada and-Alaska. With the exception 
of the five states heading each section, 
the states are numbered in alphabetical 
order in each section. 


IN LARGEST CITIES. 


The state prefix numbers,' together wl'Sh 
clearing house numbers are used in num- 
bering- the banks In the largest city in 
each .state other than the reserve, cities, 
which are designated by prefix numbers 
of .-their own, thus permitting the use of 
the clearing house numbers .for the banks 
in such cities, all other cities being des- 
ignated by -the. use of tha state prefix 
and the -numbers given to the 
banks 
which are continued in the relative orr 
der of tha population of. the cities in 
each state. 
Bach bank Is numbered In. :corisecutiva 
order, according to seniority in each city 
or town,, excepting in towns having only 
one bank, in which case the banks are 
numbered In alphabetical order, according 
to: towns. .The system, therefore, permits 
trie use of clearing' house-, numbers to 
designate banks in 97 of 
the principal 
cities;of the country. . Blank numbers are 
left to -be assigned to new -banks in all 
cities of 600.0; .population and'"over,, and 
also at the end of each' state. 
'This system enables the letters accom- 
panying checks, to be written entirely 
on/the adding machine, as the working 
shown in the abova example is always 
printed. 
One of the adding machine -companies 
has invented ia. machine to print the bank 
numbers and the amount of the check and 
•the usual notations which accompany it.

Turkeys Scarce and High. 


Turkeys are likely to be exceptionally high this .season. . Prob- 


ably they will touch the highest figure just before Christmas be- 
cause the, great shortage in the turkey supply will1 hardly manifest 
itself before Thanksgiving Day. 
.''. ' • ' ' ' ' . . : 


According to ' the Agricultural Department there has been an 


enormous decrease in the number'of turkeys in .the country, during 
the past twelve 'months. In som-e States the decrease runs' as- high 
us fifty per cent. Nor is the shortage confined to any particular 
locality — it is general. Every State in the Union reports fewer tur- 
keys than were on hand at this time last year. Texas,' Nebraska, 
Kansas and Missouri, all big turkey-producing States, report a heavy 
'decrease. There is no increase anywhere to make up the deficiency. 
Hence there is every prospect that turkeys will reach an abnormally. 
high figure this season.

Last year California did -not breed enough, turkeys to supply thev 


local demand. Turkeys were imported into this State from Iowa, 
[Nebraska, Kansas and Texas. All of those States are shy of turkeys 
this year, and the California broods are smaller. For some reason 
poultry breeders prefer 'to raise chickens. It; takes three times as 
long to bring a turkey to marketable condition as it, does a chicken 
and when he gets fully grown he eats his head off if not sold. Tur- 
keys are harder to raise than chickens and are not profitable egg- 
layers. Chickens are quickly bred and quickly sold — they are al- 
ways in demand, whereas the breeder- only gets one>brood of turkeys 
in a year, arid has to wait for the holiday '.season 'to' sell them; 


Hence the decrease in the number of turkeys. 
It will be sad 


news to many that turkeys promise to be scarce and high, but the 
condition is due to perfectly natural causes. The situation should 
warn housewives to lay their orders early, as prices are likely to go 
higher unless the national bird should be boycotted in fsrvor of 
chickens, ducks and geese. 
• 


At the recent meeting of the Trans-Mississippi Congress in 


Kansas City, a resolution calling upon Congress to pass a bill pro- 
viding for a parcels post was voted down, although the legislative 
committee reported favorably.

A C/ear-Weadecf Chinese Statesman. 


Yuan Shi Kai is an unscrupulous opportunist, but he appears to 


have a greater breadth of view and a clearer conception of the situ- 
ation in the Celestial Empire than any man in China. He is not 
only intensely modern, but his ideas are. eminently practical. And 
Hie has the courage of his convictions. He does not hesitate to say 
xhat the masses of the Chinese people are at present unfitted for 
self-government, and that a republic would be a failure, 
u, 


It requires courage and boldness to express? such views in the 


present posture of affairs in China, The,. views are those of a States- 
man of prescience and discernment. 
Those who are familiar -with 


the shortcomings of ".popular government in the . most advanced 
western nations will appreciate the force of Yuan Shi Kai's objec- 
tions -to the attempt to suddenly' transpose!- a, centralized despotism 
into a republic. It would inevitably be a failure, and 'might, as Yuan 
suggests, produce such confusion arid disorder that the empire 
would be broken up and partitioned among the great powers. 


A republic may in time come in China, but that time is not the 


present. The mass of the Chinese people have no conception of 
what a republic is, of the individual. duties and responsibilities of citi- 
zenship. The 'genius of their civilization is utterly opposed to the 
republican system. The Chinese respect power and obey authority, 
but they regard them as external, not as visible forms and expressions 
cf the popular will. They must learn to understand the meaning of 


and- .thfr political -ojjeration^- pi- -aJ

lightened .democracy imbued with the ideas which combine! love of 
liberty with love'for order and justice. The machinery by which 
freedom is 'conserved and order- preserved is as strange and phe- 
nomenal to them as the phonograph and telephone. They do not 
understand its operation; nor. .comprehend its purpose.- Habits of 
obedience/and; resignation '-have -weighed on them so long,that they

system for the despotic one which has prevailed for thousands -of 
years, and which seems .better adapted than any • other to the Ori- 
ental temper and social" habit.

has arisen and now exists, requiring that 
the legislature of tho State of, California 
be convened; now,

Therefore, I, Hiram W. Johnson, Gov- 


ernor of tho State of California, by vir- 
tue of the power and authority In. mo 
vested by Section 9 of Article V of tho 
constitution of the State of California, 
do hereby convene the legisaature t* 
the State of California to meet and as- 
semble in extraordinary session at Sac- 
ramento, California, on Monday, 
the 


twenty-seventh day of 
November. One 


Thousand Nino Hundred and Eleven, at 
2 o'clock, p. m. ot that day, for tha fol- 
lowing purposes and to legislate upon the 
following subjects, to-wit: 


I 
1. 
To provide .for tha expression of 


I the choice of the electors of the Stato 
! of California for President of the United 
States, and to legislate' (concerning a 


i presidential preference 
primary; and to 
consider and legislate upon the subject 
of direct primary for President of tha 
Unitod States wherein and whereby the 
people ot the State of California may ex- 


I press their preference for President of 
the United States and may by direct .vote 
1 select delegates to the national conven- 
tions which have for their purpose tho 
choosing of candidates for President of 
the United States and to do in behalf of 
the matters and things herein mentioned 
all that may.be deemed necessary and 
appropriate. 


FOR RE-APPORTIONMENT, 


2. 
To adjust the Senatorial and As- 
sembly districts of the State of Califor- 
nia and to re-apportion the representa- 
tion in the legislature of the State of 
California, and to divide tho State in. 
accordance with Section 6, of Article IV 
of the Constitution, into Senatorial and 
Assembly districts; to adjust the Con- 
gressional districts of the State and to 
divide the State in accordance with, tha 
act of Congress, approved August 6, Mil, 
Into oleven Congressional districts, and 
to rediatrict and divide the 8tate into 
Equalization districts in accordance with 
Section 9 of Article XIII of the constitu- 
tion.

The .speaker laid, particular stress on 
what the opening of the canal meant .to 
rural districts, particularly those 'inter- 
ested Irv the raising--of fruit.- Advocating 
free tolls for American vessels in the 
coastwise trade, he pointed out that with 
the shortening of. the water route to th'a 
eastern markets, produce could "be: sent 
by. ship that. was heretofore shut out of 
"those; markets owing to ' excessive rates 
charged 'in. railroad .transportation. 


Kriowland said the idea had prevailed 
that the canal would only be of direct

REPULSED BY "BOBBIES 


Attack OR Parliament Prevented and 223 


Women Are Arrested In Remarkable 


London Demonstration 


I/OND-ON, NOT. 22.— Unrepentant 


suffragettes to the number of 223, 
many of whom apparently ord stflj In 
their teens, appeared at the Bow- 
street Police Oourt today and wette 
sentenced to flues or alternative ternjis 
of imprisonment varying from a fort- 
night to months.

small nuggets of gold grow into nu'ftgats 
the size of a person's head. 


STONE WAS GILDED. 


Bell testified thai about'the time he 


saw 
the 
"phony" "nugget in Moore's 


kitchen. ho and his wife were looking 
about with, a view to purchasing an 
apartment house. 
In their quest for ii 


profitable investment they were attracted 
to the Weilbye apartments on Broadway, 
.where Moore lived. 'The landlady showed 
tham through the medium's quarters and 
the witness said that his attention was 
attracted by the bogus nugget as it lay

George Gelder Declares Belief

BERKELEY, Nov. 22. — The activity 


of Berkeley temperance woman yesterday 
in registering in preparation for their 
fight against tho proposed charter amend- 
ment to permit local merchants to sell 
liquor In original packages, 
under a 
license, In competition with outside deal- 
ers who now 
deliver wet goods dally 
throughout the city, was followed last 
evening by a spirited meeting of the 
"West Berkeley Improvement club, during 
.•which the arguments were principally in 
favor at the "wet" movement. 
The original package, equality, frater- 
nity and justice wore intermingled sub- 
jects of discussion during the meeting. 
p. p. Farber presided and the mention 


of tho original package was tho spark 
which set flaring the flamo of oratory. 
Commissioner of Public, Health 
and 
Safety Christian Hoff set the ball a-roll- 
ins when he, reminding his audience that 
he had always stood for a square deal, 
<ieclared himself as an out-and-out sup- 
porter of the local sale of "the original 
package." He said ha considered it only 
just to the resident tradesmen who paid 
taxes here that they have the same priv- 
ileges that are given the merchants be- 
yond the city limits who come here with 
their goods and pay nothing for main- 
taining even the roads which are daily 
uso-:l by their innumerable wagons.. 
George Gelder, disclaiming that ho was 
n drlnklnp or smoking man, took up the 
subject of the original 
package with 
warmth. Among other things he alluded 
to a communication to the press by Mrs. 
J. L. Slater, president of the Berkeley 
\V. C. T. U., and declared that she had 
Insulted the motherhood of the west and 
by stating that only saloon men wero 
behind the package license campaign and 
that the saloon men were "lining the 
women up to vote on. 
that miserable 
question. 
i The 
speaker said that the 
women 
against tho original package had sons 
to tho city hall 
and, without a legal 
right to do so, had handled tha petition, 
even before it had been verified by the 
city clerk. 
He denied that those who had been 
"born -with tho proverbial silver spoon 
touched to the tips of their dilettanti 
.llpe," could run the city 
just as they 
wanted It run, nor could tire laboring 
man have the same exclusive privileges 
to conduct things his own way. 
"It in n matter of justice and equality 


-for all," he said. "The opposition comes 
from men and women raised in n narrow 
groove, and the o.uestion is whether tho 
city of Berkeley should havo tho same 
rights as are allowed the city of Oak- 
land. 
Pcopln who know say this is not 
the prohibition city that It is mada out 
to be. . They know liquor is coming- in 
dally by the hundreds of gallons and the 
city council could make a law so drastic 
that tha delivery- of 
liquor by outside 
firms could be prevented.

Is permitted to come In here unmolested, 
free 
from 
Interference tills cannot bo 
called a 'dry town' and the advertising

Secretary Snow of the State 


Board of Health Tells of 


Disease Ravages. 


UNIVERSITY OF CAUFOF.NIA, Nov. 


22.—Dr. W. F. Snow, secretary of the 
state board of health, lectured befora-both 
sections of Hygiene I yesterday, empha- 
sising the economic relation to the death- 
rate In California. By s. clear presenta- 
tion of statistics he showed how ono hun- 
dred million dollars were lost annually 
In tho state through deaths resulting from 
communicable and preventable diseases. 
This, he said, is due largely to the fact 
that California is spending less than 2% 
cents per capita annually for protection 
against these diseases which are to a 
large extent avoldabe. Our country, on 
the other hand, Is spending three dollars 
per capita in the Isthmus of Panama for 
the extermination of dreaded fevers. . As 
the direct result of this expenditure, said 
the speaker, tho canal region ia now from 
two to four times as safe a place to live 
as the state of California.

SHE IS ATTRACTIVE. 


Attorney McDonough called upon Mrs. 


Mooro to present herself to the jury and 
a veny attractive -woman arose from the 
midst of tha spiritualists that filled one 
corner of 
the court room. -Prosecutor 


Caroy objected to tho "demonstration" 
and Judge Wells ordered the woman to 
sit down. 


MOORE GRILLED. 


The chief deputy district attorney con- 


cluded his argument before noon, grilling 
Moore. He declared that, the crimes of 
which Moors was accused ,,was committed 
under cover of spiritualism by an arch- 
grafter. He said the evidence that Moore 
buncoed the Bentzens out of the 5700 was 
clear and conclusive and that no verdict 
but guilty would be Justified by the facts. 
At the conclusion of Carey's .addresa Mrs. 
Mooro broke down and throwing herself 
upon a woman sitting: next to her, wept. 
Just before court adjourned for the 


noon recess tho chief deputy district at- 
torney moved that Moore be remanded to 
tho county jail In view of the fact that 
his case was so near being submitted. 
Attorney 
McDonough 
strenuously ob- 


jected to any such order but Judge "Wells 
declared that the motion was well- timed 
and sustained it. Tills threw Mrs. Moore 
Into another spasm of grief and the ad- 
herents of the defendant gathered about 
the prisoner and assured them of their 
unabated faith and confidence in him. 


Moore took his commitment with the 


utmost fortitude. Ho smilingly acknowl- 
edged the women's expressions of sym- 
pathy and assured them that "everything 
will turn out all right." As a .deputy 
sheriff led him away to the counuy jail 
he stopped on his way out of the court- 
room to kiss his wife. 


Attorney MoDonough began his argu- 
ment for the defense when court con- 
vened this afternoon at 2 o'clock. 


D.OM.ESTIC STRIFE. . 


An element of domestic strife crept 
into the trial during the direct examina-- 
tion. of 
Mooro. 
The prosecution had 
placed upon the stand a Western Pacific 
ticket .agent, who testified that during 
the month prior to the medium leaving 
the city with his family for the east 
Moore had made three calla at the rail- 
way office on Broadway and consulted 
wlt.i the agent regarding1 tickets 
for 
himself, wife and .children through to 
Boston. When Moore finally bought tha 
tickets, the witness said, he (the me- 
dium) directed the agent to give nobody 
any information regarding' his movements 
or destination should they make ' Inqui- 
ries.

Attorney McDonough asked Mooro to 
explain 'to the jury why he had asked 
'tha ticket agent to keop silent about 
his movements. The defendant said that 
for about a month immediately preceding 
hia departure for the city he and his 
wife had not lived together on account 
of tha latter's jealousy of Mrs. Bentzen. 


"FOOLISH NOTION."

"My wlfo very foolishly got a notion 
into her'head that Mrs, Bentzen and I 
were more to each' other than congenial 
spiritualists and she left me. 
"We lived 
apart for about a month and then there 
was a reconciliation, my wife . realizing 
that her jealousy was ungrounded . and

Ha said that his full 
name was Hugh Robert Sinclair Moore, 
and that for business and r'bllgious rea- 
sons sometimes he goes by the name of 
Sinclair and other times 
by that of 
Moore. 
"I 'much prefer Sinclair to Moore," the 
accused medium explained confidentally 
to the jury, "because, it 
sounds more 
professional and dignified." 


DENIES MIRACLES. 


Moore flatly denied that he had re- 
sorted to the mystlo art' of making dia- 
monds as big as doorknobs and nuggets 
of gold the size of a punchbowl to fleece 
Walter Bentzen and his wife out of the 
5700. He said that at the seance where 
the money disappeared the 35 $20 gold 
pieces wero either deftly appropriated by 
Mrs. Bentzen, herself, or by spirits under 
her control. 
Moore declared that Mrs. Bentzen was 
a clever clairvoyant and possessed suffi- 
cient "black art" to enable her to get 
away with her husband's money without 
his seeing it. 
Moore said that at the

AMID THRILLING SCENES. 


AH these dangers, however,

denhall' and his companions arrived 
safely at the American'river, in Cali- 
fornia. 
They immediately took 
up 


their quarters In Sutler's fort.,'The 
Spaniards were then in control of tha 
state and .were so. unfriendly to thi 
Americans that none of ,them was al 
:lowed to travel without a passport 
Finally a proclamation was issuec 
that all Americans must leave Cali- 
fornia. It > was only at the peril of 
their lives that they might remain 
Mendenhall, "being short of funds, was 
at the '_time employed In a lumber 
mill in "the Moroga redwoods in Ala- 
meda county, which-was conducted oh 
a very primitive plan, the lumber 
being made' by what, is called th 
whip-saw. He returned for refuge to 
Sutter's fort 
where the Americans 


had gathered, determined to -remain 
In California In spite of Castro's or- 
ders. The first strategic feat there- 
after was .the capture of. Fort. Sonoma 
by twenty-four 
young -men. at the 


opening 
of ' the 
onslaught withoui 


firing- a gun. 


In June, 1846, the Bear flag, was 


raised. Colonel John C, .Fremont was 
then on his way to Oregon. -Men 
were sent to inform' him of the trou- 
blous conditions. 
He at once' re- 


turned, and soon after the small com- 
pany of which Mendenhall belonged 
joined Fremont at Fort Sonoma. .In 
the'meantime a.man-of-war had™been 
sent by .the. Federal .government to 
San Francisco bay, with the Stars 
and Stripes at the masthead. 
The 


war craft bore an American, flag to 
Suttef's fort and the Bear.flag was 
hauled down. As the national colors 
wore run up the little-garrison sa- 
luted and at once began plans to 
place the whole state under the sov- 
ereignty 
of the. American 
people. 


Fremont,- at the head of, a force of 
170 -men, started' to take the state by 
march, going through to San Diego 
and wresting control from .the Span- 
lards without.losing a,man. Mendeh- 
hall .was one of that historic party 
•that took the whole- country. 


ENTERS BUSINESS ' LIFE., 


These troubles ended, Mendenhall 


went to San Francisco and there en- 
gaged In .business. 
In 1847 he was 


married in Santa Clara county to. Miss 
Mary Allen, who had1 crossed the 
plains'with her parents the previous 
year, her father, David Allen, being 
.one of the, pioneer settlers of the 
state. Mr. and Mrs. Mendenhall were 
the first American couple to be mar- 
ried south of the Sacramento river. 
After 
marriage they remained 
in 


Santa Clara county and there en- 
gaged ' In the successful conduct of 
the. stock business, and remained so 
occupied until 1853.. In that year he 
disposed of his interests and ..going to. 
Contra Costa county undertook the 
operation' of a stock ranch.

fifteen years In this pursuit he came 
to Alameda county and .purchased

acres of land at Ltvermor,e. ; This
